He’ further submitted that the reference 
which had been made to an attempt to poison 
in connection with the case was not admis- 
sible. 

Chief Justice—Was there an indictment for 
conspiracy in this case? 

Mr. Barry—There was, my lord. In this 
case, ‘he pointed out, there was no evidence 
vf a conspiracy to murder between the 
accused, on which Martin Joyce “was indicted ; 
that ‘the evidence given could be evidence 
only. of motive, and that as evidence of 
motive it ‘was ‘too remote in fact and un- 
accompanied by any declaration, and, there- 
fore, should not hsse beer. admitted, having 
regard to the strong prejudice which it 
might create amongst the jury. ) 
..Another matter on whieh he would wish 
to make a few observations was -his sub- 
mission at the trial that the evidence of Mrs. 
Walsh’ should not. be regarded as admissible. 
against her co-prisoner, Martin Joyce. - 
Thief’ Justice—You say she could not be 
called to give evidence by the prosecution ?— 
Yes, that she could not. I am fully con- 
vinced that a co-defendant’s evidence is- not 
admissible and, cannot be considered against 
a co-defendant. 

Mr. Jastice’ Johnston asked counsel what

SALARY OF LIMERICK 
COUNTY SURVEYOR. 


REORGANISATION . SCHEME. 


At the meeting of the. Limerick County 
Council last Saturday important matters with 
regard to the salary of the surveyorship of the 
county and the pension allowance to paid 
to. Mr. Dayison, county surveyor. for the 
eastern division, were discussed.

The list of Vicars is a long one, and in 
many cases there is little worth noting, but 
here. and there we are given glimpses into 
the state of parochial life. fn 1778 the 
Vicar was written to by the parishioners, 
saying that. they “ are unanimously deter- 
mined to report him to the Archbishop unless 
he pays more regular attention to his duties.’’ 
In 1 a hter of the parish’ clerk 
d the Carate When leaving 

vestry room. She abused his reverence 
to such a degree that a petition was sent 
by the vestry to the Archbishop demanding 
the clerk’s removal. They stated that he 
had not only propagated a false and malicious 
accusation against the Rector, but, im order 
to “ keep up the spirit of his accusatién, and 
with malevolent design, had frequently 
selected from the Divine Psalms such passages 
as would tend to answer his malevolent pur- 
pose, and had sung such parts of the Psalms 
during Divine Service.” 

An interesting record under the year 1792 
informs us that at a numerously attended 
vestry it was decided, with only two dissen- 
tients, “‘to levy a tax of ome penny per acre 
on the lands in that parish, to be appro- 

riated towards rebuilding the Roman 

tholie chapel in that district.’’ 

The first Vicar of the present church in 
1829 seems to have been the Rev. Thomas 
Goff. He was succeeded in 1830 by the Rev. 
W. Robinson, who held the living till 1887. 
Several of his children still survive, and are

About Winning Flags. 


~ A dissertation here on the etiquette of 
winning flags may not be out of place. 
A flag (a replica of the owner’s racing 
flag) represents a prize won. To dis- 
criminate. between values, pennants 
have been introduced, a blue one to 
divide: firsts from seconds, and a red, 
the seconds from thirds. If a yacht 
wins a race she flies a flag fo“ it on the 
same evening, and possibly the next day. 

If it is a two or three-day fixture, a 
regatta for example, and she has successes 
to record, she flies them in the same way— 
that is, when the fixture is over. But 
never a full string, that being reserved 
for the end of the season, when convention 
has it that she may display her glory in 
its fullness.

“Tt has been decided to establish a public 
service between London and Berlin for the 
tiansmission. by telegraphy of pictures, photo- 
pear and other similar matter,” writes Mr. 
ees-Smith, British Postmaster-General. in 
reply to Mr. Bowen. ‘There have been 
consultations with the German Administra 
tion, who are willing to co-operate,” adds the 
Minister. “The apparatus has been ordered, 
the rates of charge and conditions of service 
are at present under discussion between my 
Department and the German Administration. 


‘It is hoped that the new service will be. 


opened within two or three months. The 
service will at the outset be of an experimen.

There was a sequel at Dundalk yesterday 
to the fatal collision between a motor car and 
a cyclist on the Dublin road last Sunday 
night. when James Boylan, a commercial 
traveller, of Harcourt street, Dublin, was 
charged with the manslaughter of an elderly 
man, Thomas White.

MARKETING OF 
PRODUCE. 


COUNTY DUBLIN 
FARMERS’ ACTION. 


, io, ofl GC ~ 


Questions affecting the marketing of 
agricultural ee mer factors’ charges, tolls 
and prices obtained for the produce, and 
local administration were discussed at a 
meeting of County Dublin farmers, which 
was held in ,the offices of the County 
Council, Rutland square, Dublin, yester- 
day. The meeting was called by the 
County Committee of Agriculture, whose 
chairman, Mr. P. Belton, presided. 


THE MAIN CONCERN. 


“ EXCESSIVE PROFITS IN 
SOME PLACES.” 


The Chairman said that their main concern 
was to see that for the products they had to 
sell they got the best price. They were sell- 
ing in a wholesale market, and there would 
be considerable handling of the products 
before they reached the consumer. e meet- 
ing had to consider was there too much of a 
margin between the wholesale price the farmer 
got and the retail price—the price the cou- 
sumer had to pay. The Committee of Agri- 
culture thought that excessive profits were 
being made in some places—certainly not, 
however, where the production took place. 
He saw 4s. a cwt. offered by a woman for 
potatoes on the previous Saturday, and on 
the same evening noticed that that woman 
had prices marked up in her window to 
ls. 6d. a stone. 


POTATOES. 

With regard to potatoes, two or three of 
the principal factors met and fixed a price 
for the day. The retail prices would in every 
respect be fixed on the published prices of 
the market, not on the wholesale prices paid 
to the farmer. 

“The prices,” he declared, “that can be 
obtained wholesale in the market by the 
farmers should be the wholesale price 
published in the Press.” 

Tolls were too high. They had got back 
to pre-war prices for produce, and he was 
satisfied that the prices would go still lower, 
and the tolls. should be revised. 

he Six Counties sold more potatoes in the 
Dublin market than the Twenty-Six Counties, 
and these potatoes were dumped at the Great 
Northern Railway station and not a penny 
paid for tolls. Besides, the growers of the 
Six Counties were free of the overhead charges 
involved by the heavy burden of the rates. 
The County Dublin farmers had to compete 
with farmers more favourably situated. 

The Chairman then said that when the rates 
came to be struck next year he would oppose 
the levy of a rate for tourist traffic if they 
did not help the producers to get a market 
for their produce. Belgian preserved veget- 
ables were being advertised in the Irish 
Tourist Journal, and instead of thus en- 
coutaging hotels of the city and country to 
use foreign vegetables the Association should 
encourage them to use Irish vegetables. In 
all the hotels of Dublin foreign peas were 
being served. 

CATTLE PRICES. 

In regard to cattle prices, it had been 
claimed that as a result of schemes which 
were subsidised by the people the value of 
cattle had been increased by £5 and £6 a 
head. If that were so, the Irish farmer was 
not getting that advantage. A year ago he 
was informed by a well-known salesman that 
cattle were making 60s. a cwt. That price 
had dropped to 55s. and 50s. last February, 
and last Thursday the price was 44s. and 46s. 

Ninety-five per cent. of the cattle trade was 
with England. The decrease in the price of 
cattle was due to the manipulation of the 
currency. A yeai ago the purchasing power 
of tue pound steriing regulated tbe price 
of cattle. Since then the dollar increased in 
value, and the pound sterling, to which we 
were tied, increased with it. In February 
the Bank of England was forced to increase 
the Bank rate and so put up the value of 
money, and when the value of money went 
up the value of Irish live-stock went down. 
When the pound was made to buy more 
beef and mutton, the Irish farmers’ prices 
were brought down. Instead of flourishing, 
agriculture was at present a prisoner in this 
country, and the Minister for Agriculture was 
the man who made it a prisoner. 

A POTATO MARKET. 

Mr. John Monks, Skerries, said that he 
did not agree with the present system as 
regards the sale of potatoes, because there 
was no public market for potatoes. It was 
for the growers to come together and tell 
the factors that they must have a potato 
market. Furthermore, the maximum price 
for potatoes fixed by the™factors seldom was 
realised, and in view of that fact he thought 
that they should see to it that a minimum 
price was published instead. 

The Chairman asked whether there could 
not be a regulation whereby once a price 
was fixed no factur could allow potatoes to 
be sold at less, without risking his licence. 

Mr. P. J. Kettle, Swords, suggested that 
the farmers themselves were to blame for the 
present state of affairs, because they did not 
organise. They acted independently because 
they mistrusted one another, and all showed 
the same spirit of ‘‘ grab.’’ Since they could 
not come together it was up to them to ask 
the Government to do for them what they 
would not do themselves. 

Mr. Monks declared that while producers 
were getting only 5s. per cwt. for their 
potatoes, factors were making £3 a ton on 
these same potatoes. It was a scandalous 
position, and they would have to defend 
themselves against the factors. 

On the motion of the Chairman the follow- 
ing resolution was passed, copies to be sent 
to the factors :— 

“ That, prices for potatoes should be 
fixed according to the supplies and de- 
mand offering; that these prices should 
be correctly published in the Press, and 
that no factor should sell potatoes below 
the ruling market price.” 

Mr. Belton said that this matter was far 
more important’ to the country than the 
Grand Prix that was held in the Phenix 
Park on Friday and Saturday last, where 
not even a bar of Irish-made chocolate was 
allowed to be sold in the Park. 

The question of tolls then was taken up, 
and, on the motion of Mr. P. J. Kettle, it 
was agreed : 

“hat in the absence of a potato market 
no tolls should be charged on potato sales, 
and that all other tolls and Corporation 
charges should be reduced to kg level,'' 
a copy of the resolution to be sent to the 
Commissioners for Dublin City. 

PUBLISHED PRICES. 

A further resolution was passed on the 
motion of Mr. P. J. Burke, stating: ‘ That 
we request our Dublin and provincial Press 
to publish daily and weekly an accurate 
statement of both wholesale and retail 
prices of agricultural produce, as we are 
satisfied that publicity of such prices is one 
of the surest déterrenis seat extortionate 
action by any section of the community.” 

Mr. Kettle next brought forwar 
question of public administration, and 
vigorously protested against the action of the 
Free State Minister for Local Government 
some time ago for the manner in which he 
had dealt with the emnty Council and the 
Balrothery District Council. His over-riding 
of these ies meant that the ratepayers of 
Balrothery were obliged to,pay an extra 2s. in 
the £ to maintain roads, not for Co. Dublin 
farmers, but for people from outside careering 
over them and not contributing adequately 
for their use. 

Last week, but for a resolution passed by 
the Dublin County Council, a bill would 
have been brought forward in the Dail and 
enacted which would have made Garristown 
and Balbriggan, for example, responsible for 
the maintenance of people in the City 
of Dublin, A year hence there was a possi- 
hility of a Greater Dablin scheme being in

COUNTY MEDICAL 
SERVICES. . 
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SOME COUNTIES STILL 
UNORGANISED.

The appointment of county medical officers 
of health is making good headway im the 
Irish Free State, but there is still need íor 
speeding up the appointments. 

Discussing the necessity for early appoint- 
ments of medical officers of health, Dr. E. F. 
Stephenson, Chief Medical Officer of Health 
in the Irish Free State, told an /rish 7'imea 
representative yesterday that the need for 
whole-time health officers in the rural areas 
of the Irish Free State was now well 
recognised. Since his statement to the /rish 
Times in April last, when the entire position 
was reviewed, the necessary formalities for 
appointing county medical officers of health 
had been gone through in a number of 
counties. © 

In addition to the six appointments already 
made, advertisements had Sion issued for the 
Counties of Donegal and Meath, and the Local 
Appointments Commission are being asked to 
recommend suitable persons for the position 
in four other counties—namely, Limerick, 
Monaghan, Galway and Wicklow. The ques- 
tion is still under consideration in Kerry, 
Roscommon, Leitrim, Wexford and Leix, and 
it is expected that similar action will shortly 
be taken in these counties. 

‘The appointment of a county medical 
officer of health in every county is now a 
matter of urgency,’ Dr. Stephenson said, 
"as, in addition to epidemiological and other 
public health aspects that have been urged 
from time to time, it is felt that successful 
administration of the Milk and Dairies Bill 
and the efficient supervision of meat supplies 
can only be achieved by whole-time trained 
sanitarians. Moreover, a uniform system of 
public health administration is essential for 
the needs of the country, and it is obvious 
that the desultory methods that have hitherto 
prevailed cannot be permitted any longer to 
stand in contrast with the systematic health 
services that have been organised in oiher 
counties and neighbouring countries. Lack of 
uniformity in public health administration is 
not alone a menace to the community, but 
reacts adversely on the interests of external 


trade. 
SCHOOL SERVICE. 

Dr. Stephenson said further that school 
medical service was being developed in each 
county concurrently with the appointment of 
county medical officers of health. School medical 
service was now in operation in various stages 
of develonment in the county boroughs of 
Dublin, Cork and Limerick, in the urban 
district of Clonmel, and in the Counties of 
Cork. Kildare, Louth and Offaly. It was 
confidently expected that similar schemes 
would shortlv be undertaken in the county 
borough of Waterford and in the remaining 
rura! health units. 


DUBLIN OMNIBUS 
ACCIDENT. 


INTENDING EMIGRANT 
KILLED. 


Margaret Solen (18), of Derrydail, Dungloe, 
County Donegal, died in Jervis street 
Hospital, Dublin, last night from injuries 
received, about 11 a.m., by falling on the 
roadway from an omnibus near the corner of 
Lower Gardiner street and Talbot street. 

She was alighting from the ‘bus, which was 
proceeding towards the city terminus, when 
she stumbled. The back of her head struck 
the pavement and her skull was fractured. 
She did not regain consciousness. 

The girl was a stranger to the city, having 
come from the country to make arrangements 
to go to America. She had received her pass- 
port on Monday.

PROGRESS.

“A summer course in Plainsong, the first of 
its kind, organised by the Very Rev. John 
Burke, Dean of University Coliege, Dublin, 
has commenced in the Sacred Heart Convent, 
Lower Leeson street, Dublin, and will con- 
tinue until July 30th. 

The course marks the latest development in 
the movement for the revival of Plainsong, 
which set in about five years ago. The first 
lectures, given three years ago, were attended 
by fifty-four enthusiasts. ‘The following year 
saw the numbers increased to seventy-four, 
while last vear the lectures were attended 
by 112. 

Public interest in the movement received 
a great fillip with the establishment of the 
ee gery tor Plainsong at the Dublin Feis 
Ceoil, for which the Rev, Dean Burke pre- 
sented the Joseph del Sarto Cup. Close on 
forty choirs from all parts of the country took 
part in the competition this year, and the 
adjudicator, Sir Richard Terry, frankly ad- 
mitted that the contest provided the finest 
singing of Plainsong it had been his lot to 
hear. 

The summer course organised by the Dean 
has attracted the attention of clergymen in 
all parts of the world. There were 191 ap- 
plicants for this year’s course, and at yester- 
day's lecture 171 were present, including 
clergymen from Australia, the United States, 
France and England. Thirteen cross-Channel 
dioceses sent men, including Westminster, 
Southwark, Plymouth, Liverpool, Newcastle, 
Edinburgh, Salford, etc. All the dioceses in 
Ireland were represented and in addition 
there were representatives from ten religious 
Orders of men and seventeen religious Orders 
of women in this country. 


DEAN INVITED TO OXFORD. 

As Dean Burke pointed out in his lecture, 
what is more important than the attendance 
from the Irish dioeeses is the fact that clerics 
from places so far away as Sydney, Australia ; 
Detroit, Los Angeles, San Francisco, and Le 
Mans in France, as well as from. Great 
Britain, should manifest such an interest in 
the movement. 

A further indication of the development of 
the revival of Plainsong is the fact that Dean 
Burke has been invited to go to Oxford early 
in August to inaugurate the movement there. 

In his introductory address yesterday, the 
Dean said—‘‘ We can teach music of an 
artistic worth, music whose text and literary 
content afford an (education in Christian 
doctrine: and a refining influence against pro- 
fanity and vulgarity. We can teach the 
simple rudiments of music. We can teach a 
significant number of Gregorian chants. We 
can give stimulating talks on Liturgy, on 
Art, on Architecture, on Plainsong. We can 
stir up latent talent. We can direct the 
energies that are being spent upon disedify- 
ing, cheap music into more wholesome 
channels, We can emphasise the fact that 
religion is beauty as well as truth and good- 
ness. Even if we do only a little, that little 
is a thousand times more than nothing; but 
we can do much—so much that the world 
will be glad to look on and rejoice.” 


THE INHERITANCE OF ALL. 

The sacred liturgy, he said, was not im- 
prisoned in a watertight compartment, nor 
was jt the legacy of a é. It was the right- 
ful inheritance of all to study and to pro- 
muligate. If ever the day should come when 
the artisan in his workshop, the labourer in 
his cottage, the clerk in his office, the student 
in his attic should understand that the 
legacies of all the liturgy were theirs, and 
that beneath their hands were those priceless 
treasures garnered for them by the intellectual 
kings, and that all that meant the ecstasy 
of noble thinking—then they would have 
moved forward towards that Catholic felicity 
which, after all, was their real prosperity. 

The liturgy of the Catholic Church served 
a twofold purpose—to pray and to teach. 
The teaching function was defeated by the 
use of any but unisonous music. In Plain- 
song the words were not twisted or misplaced. 


pensively. Plainsong merely enunciated the 
words. music embroidered on them. Chant 
was, therefore, the only form in which the 
whole liturgy could be sung at all. 

Prayer and music must combine so as to 
make one art. The music must pray, the 
prayer must sing; otherwise the prayer was 
iergotten in the detached beauty of the 
music, or the music was forgotten in the 
detached beauty of the prayer. They must 
become one, merged in the true marriage of 
the spirit, so that the test was found which 
applied to the art as a whole was found in 
the simple formula, Lex orandi, lex cin. 
tundi, 


DEMOCRATIC. 

“One of the many aspects of the move- 
ment,’’ concluded Dean Burke, *‘is its de- 
mocratic character; for the carrying out of 
the full ideal demands the co-operation of 
the eutire people, who will no longer assist 
at, but take part in, the liturgy. ‘his may 
not be accymplished in a day, but the Church 
works for the future, end already she is sow- 
ing the seeds. The little child is learning to 
pray not only in words, but also in song; 
not only in the Church's language, Latin, 
but in her musical language, Chant; and 
when these children grow up our choirs will 
be the whole Catholic world.”’ 


POISONED FISH SOLD 
FOR FOOD 


POLLUTION OF RIVER AT 
NENAGH 


At a meeting of the Nenagh Anglers’ Asso- 
lation a report was submitted regarding the 
poisoning of fish in the Nenagh river, stated 
to be due to the non-opening of one of the 
sluice gates when the heavy rains came and 
also to contamination of the river by sewage 
matter from the town. 

Mr. C. Toohey said that these poisoned fish 
had been sold wholesale in Nenagh, and were 
a danger to the health of the people. He 
thought that the matter should be brought 
to'the notice of tl Minister of Fisheries, and 
the Conservators should be notified. 

It was decided to write to Mr. Tisdal, 
Secretary, Lough Derg and _ Tributaries’ 
Society, and to the Fishery Conservators, 
pointing out the destruction that was being 
caused to the fish by the contaminated waters. 
It was also decided to notify the Medical 
Officer of Health.

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BREAK IN WHEAT 


PRICES. 


EXCITED DEALINGS IN 
‘LIVERPOOL. 
—_—_—_—@——— 


After having advance strongly recently, 
wheat prices broke on the Liverpool Corn 
Market near the close of yesterday's busi- 
ness. In the last few minutes there was 4 
sensational fall of 44d. per cental on ihe 
day’s prices of wheat futures, and’ the 
market closed in a state of nervous 
tension. The fall means the equivalent of 
about £100 sterling per load. ' 

Following an advance oí 6d. per cental 
on Mondas, the raarket yesterday mornin 
opened 34d. to 44d. higher, A drop of id. 
to 14d. later was more than recovered at 
the afternoon session, and the sudden Sé 
at 4 o'clock Jed to hectic selling, which 
was still in progress at the close.. Holders 
are apprehensive as to what to-day may 
have in store. 

CURIOUS SITUATION. 

The wheat situation is, and has been for 
some time, curious and extremely sensi- 
tive. Yesterday’s price drop, for instance, 
was precipitated by a repor: from 
Winnipeg of a single day’s rainfall in the 
corn area. The interpretation of this is a 
fear that the prolonged drought may have 
broken, and later crops may become more 
nearly normally good, with the effect ‘on 
selling prices that a bigger crop would 
naturally have. There was a similar quick 
and heavy price fall in Winnipeg—6 cents 
in five minutes. . 

On both sides of the Atlantic there will 
be an anxious watching of the Canadian 
weather reports. Early in May there were 
big stocks accumulated, and when the 
market fell to sensationally low levels, in- 
cidentally the North American wheat pool 
was nearly broken. ‘The situation was 
saved by the continued drought, which 
ruined the spring crop and sent up values. 

The later crops are now threatened, and 
whether prices will go higher or follow 
yesterday's decline depends on what the 
weather does,

Dr. Dinneen, in replying, thanked '' An 
Seabhac,” the members of the committee and 
all those who had co-operated with them. He 
said that he valued the gift less than the 
kindly feeling that had prompted it, and this 
feeling had encouraged and helped him during 
his illness. He was delighted that there were 
still people in the country who appreciated 
the efforts of people like himself who, without 
any external aid, were struggling for the 
revival of Irish learning. Since the dispersal 
of the Irish chiefs, the native scholar, poet 
and historian were without support of any 
kind. He had himself received very little 
help. 

This presentation, he said, showed a return 
to the ancient spirit. Continuing, he said 
that no State could survive which neglected 
its scholars, and no form of emigration was 
so fatal as the emigration of intellect. He 
considered it impossible for any Gaelic scholar 
or writer, however young or vigorous, to live 
in Ireland to-day by the fruits of his pen, Jet 
alone to support a family, and, bad as the 
situation was for the young, it was un- 
pleasant to contemplate the old age of such as 
devoted themselves to Irish studies.

A continuance of this weather would in- 
crease the fear of a dangerous water 
shortage, and consumers are asked to con- 
serve the supply to the utmost extent.

SCOTLAND TO IRELAND 
TUNNEL PROJECT. 


IS IT PRACTICABLE? 


Reference was made within the last few 
days in the House of Commons to the possi- 
bility of a tunnel between Scotland and_Ire- 
land, and Mr. J. H. Thomas expressed his 
willingness to consider any practicable scheme 
for such an undertaking. : 

Inquiry made 1n engineering circles yester- 
day in Dublin as to the feasibility of the 
proposal revealed no great interest im the 
subject. One prominent engineer said that 
he had no opinion to express on the matter, 
as he corsidered that a tunnel between Scot- 
Jand and Ireland was a practical impossibility. 
Pressed as to his reasons for this view, he 
said that he had not gone into the pros and 
cons at all, but he understood that from a 
geological standpoint it was not possible. 

A geologist, when questioned on the sub- 
ject, said that ne did not think that such a 
tunnel! would be impossible. It would, he 
said, but a longer and more tedious under- 
taking than a similar tunnel between England 
and France. The rocks that would have to 
be bored thrcugh between Ireland and Scot- 
land, he added, are far older and in a more 
battered condition than those through which 
the England-to-France tunnel would have to 
pass. Consequently they would take longer 
to bore through, and it would be more diffi- 
cult to ensure that there would be no percola- 
tion of water. Also there 1s a greater “— 
of water in part of the Channel between Ire- 
land and Scotland than at any point between 
England and France. 


NEW GERMAN LINER,

The 
‘other Allies ‘interpret the Treaty of 
Versailles au pied de la lettre; the 
Rhenish occupation is a guarantee of 
fulfilment of the treaty terms, and 
nothing else. Since the days of the Paris 
Conference, on the other hand, the French 
have regarded the presence of their troops 
on the Rhine as a military safeguard. 
The late Marshal Foch always demanded 
that the occupation of the “ left bank ”' 
should be permanent, and the French 
General Staff still holds that view. When 
it began to see that Britain and the 
United States would not tolerate such 
condition of affairs, various attempts were 
made to secure the same result in dif- 
ferent ways. A separatist movement was 
fostered not only in the Rhineland proper, 
but also in the Bavarian Palatinate, in 
the hope that ‘‘ buffer ’’ States under 
French protection. might be created. 
When that scheme fell through other 
deyices were tried; but the loyalty of 
the Rhinelanders to Germany was un- 
shakeable. Now the “Commission of 
Verification and Conciliation ’’ seems to 
be a last resort. Its existence would give 
the Allies—or, in effect, France—per- 
manent control of the Rhineland. The 
British Government on this matter is 
opposed to France, and, in certain circum- 
stances, is prepared to act independently. 
Mr. Arthur. Henderson already has given 
a strong hint to the Quai d'Orsay, but 
we hope that separate action will not be 
necessary. The integrity of France's 
eastern frontiers is guaranteed not only 
by Germany, but by Great Britain. 
Surely further ‘‘ security ’’ would be 
superfluous. It is high time that this 
whole business should be liquidated ; but 
agreement can be reached only on the basis 
of a fair deal for the Germans.

Pericles, the tenets of Frederick the Great, 
Napoleon and von Moltke—all, were ex- 
plored by his. indefatigable energy. His 
four-volume “ History of the Art of War” 
ig, perhaps, his best known work.: The 
name of Hindenburg has become synony- 
mous in the public mind with the remark- 
able victory of three German corps over 
five Russian corps at Tannenburg; but, 
according to General von Schlieffen, it 
was Delbriick’s interpretation of the 
Carthaginian victory of Canne that con- 
trived this victory among the Masurian 
lakes. It is significant that Professor 
Delbriick was an uncompromising enemy 
of Ludendorff and of Admiral von Tirpitz. 
Perhaps, we can believe that General 
Hoffman, whose military genius was in 
inverse ratio to his diplomatic ability, 
may have enjoyed the Professor's appro- 
bation. Delbriick was seventy when the 
Great War ended, and he accepted the 
revolution as a fait accompli in spite of 
his natural sympathies, ‘‘ Those who love 
the German people must now serve the 
German Republic with loyalty,’ he said. 
It was the soldier Hindenburg who pre- 
eminently responded to this call. 


Ashdown Forest. 


Yesterday, at Kidbrooke Park, the 
Duchess of Richmond opened the pageant 
of Ashdown Forest, Sussex. Few places 
in England have seen more history than 
the Sylva Anderide, as it was called by 
the Romans. Through its uncharted 
paths the earliest Christian missionaries, 
braving the masterless men who infested 
its glades, carried the good tidings of the 
Gospel to the heart of the country. 
Anderida was the last stage of that 
brilliant march from Stamford Bridge to 
Senlac, when the generous, but fatal, 
haste of Harold II. yielded to the 
Conqueror the throne of England. The 
pageant has been conceived by its author, 
Lord Edward Gleichen, in eight episodes. 
Scenes showing Henry VIII. and Anne 
Boleyn, and the Merry Monarch with 
ell Gwynn, testify to the lighter side of 
Anderida’s history. An episode which 
will appeal to those who are interested in 
local lore and archaic customs shows a 
Norman wedding between an early 
Sackville and the heiress of Buckhurst. 
During the French wars of the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries the Sussex 
and Kentish coasts were the home of 
intensive smuggling; and Lord Edward 
Gleichen has illustrated the activities of 
these dealers in contraband during 1751. 
Anderida played its customary part in 
the Great War, and the final scene shows 
the military camp at Ashdown Forest in 
those days. ‘This pageant will do much 
to bring home to those who drive through 
Anderida to Brighton and other South 
Coast resorts a realisation that the forest 
has seen English history from the dawn 
of time.

IN MANCHURLA. 
) The Chinese Government sent a reply at midnight to the Soviet 


iltimatum, stating that the Chinese Chargé d’ Affaires was leaving 
Nanking shortly to proceed to Moscow as plenipotentiary to dis-

The Chinese Government complains that Soviet agents have 
been spreading Communist propaganda, aiming at endangering the 
Chinese Government, and makes two demands—(1) The release 
of Chinese imprisoned in Russia, and (2:) that Chinese nationals 
in Russia shall be protected from aggression and repression. 

A visa has been granted to the Russian negotiator by the 
Chinese authorities, but his journey has been cancelled, pending 
ihe receipt of the Chinese Government’s answer to the Soviet

NANKING, Tuesday. 

At midnight to-night the Chinese 
Foreign Office cabled a Note to the acting 
Chinese Chargé d’ Affaires in Moscow to 
be handed to the U.S.S.R. Government in 
reply to the Soviet ultimatum stating that 
the Chinese Chargé d’ Affaires was leaving 
Nanking shortly and proceeding to 
Moscow as .phenipotentiary to discuss all 
pending matters with the Soviet. Foreign 
Commissariat. 

The Note adds that the Chinese Govern- 


ment and the Chinese people have always 
had friendly feelings towards the Soviet 
Government and people. Unfortunately 
recently in Chinese territory evidence 
that Soviet. agents were spreading 
Uommunist propaganda, aiming at 
endangering the Chinese Government and 
its social system, had been discovered. 
For the maintenance of order the 
Manchurian Authorities had taken over 
the Chinese Eastern Railway and closed 
down the Soviet Consulate at Harbin. 
According to reports from the Mapn- 
churian Authorities, Soviet officials on the 
Chinese Eastern . Railway, had not faith- 
fully carried out the terms of the 1924 
agreement. 
Therefore, the action of the National 
Government should not be regarded as 
a violation of the 1924 agreement. 
TWO DEMANDS. 3 
The National Government in its Note 
makes two demands, emphasising that 
these are not counter-demands. Firstly, 
the Soviet Government should release the 
Chinese now imprisoned in Russia; 


secondly, the Soviet Government should 
atlequately protect Chinese Nationals in 
Russia from aggression and repression. 

The Note concludes as follows :—‘“‘ The 
\...ional Government will always welcome 
Soviet subjects and merchants in China, 
but the: recent arrest of Russians in 
Manchuria is only just, being necessary 
for the suppression.of Communist pro- 
paganda and. the maintenance of order in 
Manchuria.’”’ 


VISA GRANTED TO

GERMAN CHANCELLOR'S 
STATEMENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday: 

The controversy in the foreign, especi- 
ally in the French, Press in regard to the 
French proposal for a Verification and 
Conciliation Commission, for the de- 
militarised Rhineland has led Herr 
Mueller; the Chancellor, to declare to-day 
that he fully shared the views of. Dr. 
Stresemann, who told the Frankfurter 
Zeitung the other day that Germany 
could not agree to the setting up of such 
a Commission without’ time limit.» 

The Chancellor added that, in the 
course of the Geneva negotiations last 
September, he left it beyond doubt that 
Germany would not suffer any control of 
the Rhineland beyond 1935.

The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article :—Few subjects, if any, concern so 


many branches of our public life and so | 


many individuals as that of the age at 
which education ceases to be compulsory. 
The Government, therefore, has been wise 
to appoint a committee “to examine and 
sift’’ the proposals which are in the air 
before announcing a policy. 

As matters stand all parties are com- 
mitted in principle to an alteration in 
the present practice. That the subject 
did not find a place in the King’s Speech 
is thus easily explained, especially when 
it is understeod that legislation is not 
necessary if the school age is to be fixed 
at fifteen. At present children leave 
school at the end of the term in which 
their fourteenth birthday occurs, but 
provision is made in the Act of 1921 to 
allow any local authority, with the 
consent of the Board of Education, to add 
twelve months to the compulsory. period. 
In two or three cases, notably at 
Plymouth, this has been done, and it 
would be within the competence of the 
Board to make the “prattige universal. 
Our whole system, however, is based on 
the practical autonomy. of the local 
authorities, and at: present only a 
minority would welcome “an. immediate 
enenge under the present financial condi- 
iors. 


RELIGIOUS TRUCE IN 
MEXICO. 


STATEMENT BY NATIONAL 
LEAGUE, 

In a message from New York, published 
to-day, The ime Correspondent says :— 
The Mexican National League for 
Religious Defence has published a state- 
ment signed by its secretary, Sefior Jose 
Tello, in which it admits its responsibility 
for the Cristeros rebellion. 

The statement urges all members of the 
League who took part in that rebellion to 
lay down. their arms and devote their 
ehergies to promoting the interests of the 
Church by taking advantage of President 
Portes Gil’s promise and petitioning Con- 
gress for the repeal or amendment of the 
anti-religious laws. The statement, how- 
ever, defends the use of armed force since 
all other means of succouring the Church 
had failed, and declares that, while ‘‘ The 
Liberators’’ (the League’s official name 
for the Cristeros Army) will accept the 
decision of the Church authorities, t%e 
League will retain autonomy and hold 
itself outside of ind above any political 
party. It expresses the belief that before 
the present armistice can become a definite 
peace much time may elapse, and com- 
plete accord will be a slow process. 

The statement also praises the part 
played by devout Catholic women, who 
““became lionesses and eagles instead of 
timid doves of peace,” in defending the 
rights of the Church. ‘‘ Painful as their 
experiences have been,” it adds, “they 
have demonstrated that when impious 
hands: touch -the rights of Roman 
Catholics tempest and cataclysm are the 
result.”’ 


CHINA AND THE 
SOVIET. 


SUBCONSCIOUS FEELING OF 
CONTEMPT. 


The Times Shanghai Correspondent 
telegraphed... yesterday:—The general 
Chinese attitude concerning the quarrel 
with the Soviet Government is extremelv 
apathetic. Mr. C. T. Wang, the Foreign 
Minister, is not even hurrying to the 
capital from Tsingtao, where he is spend- 
ing the summer. He is expected to arrive 
at Nanking on Thursday. 

Most Chinese assume that Russia dare 
not resort to a military demonstration, 
because Japan's special interests in 
Manchuria will force her to intervene 
favourably to China. Subconsciously, the 
Chinese hold the Russians in contempt, 
since in the past Soviet Russia has never 
resented insults, even when the Embassy 
and Consulates were searched and closed 
down. It is curious how widespread the 
assumption of’ Russia's impotence is. 


FRENCH DEBTS. 


M. POINCARE WINS FIRST 
ROUND. 


The Daily Telegraph to-day says :—Yes- 
terday, in the Chamber of Deputies, M. 
Poincaré concluded his speech upon the 
ratification of Frances debt-funding 
agreements with Great Britain and the 
United States, and won the first round of 
the battle in securing, by a majority of 
65, the rejection of a motion aiming at 
further procrastination. 

If the settlement is ratified the financial 
basis of the Young Plan will be to that 
éxtent' confirmed and the way be made 
smoother for the approach to the confer- 
ence in whichnext month other difficulties 
raised in connection with the Plan are 
to be discussed and, as all the world must 
hope, settled by agreement. 


THE TEST MATCH. 


Thé Daily New and Westminster Gazette 
to-day says:—The South Africans closed 
pluckily a very plucky struggle.

CORK, Tuesday. 

A group of American financiers are 
prepared to finance a scheme for. the 
improvement and development of the pórt 
of Cork, involving an expenditute of one 
and a half million pounds sterling. 

This intimation has been conveyed to 
the local Harbour Commissioners through 
the medium of Mr. Taggard Aston, a lead- 
ing consulting engineer in the United 
States, who is visiting relatives in this 


where he will invest:gate the progress of a 
free port scheme which is being promoted 
at the Spanish port. 


PORT’S ADVANTAGES. 

It is stated that American business 
men are seeking fresh fields for the invest- 
ment’ of their surplus funds,» and are 
greatly impressed with the -potentialities 
of Cork Harbour for development as an 
important terminal port. The port has 
the advantages of deep water and safe 
anchorage, and all that is reqhired for 
the future development of trade would be 
the provision of adequate facilities-to cope 
with increased traffic. 

With this end in view Mr. Aston in- 
tends calling on the directors of the larze 
European trans-Atlantic shipping com- 
panies and placing before them ‘the possi- 
bilities of the proposals and gaining their 
co-operation. On his return to Irelasid 
next month Mr. Aston will outline the 
scheme to the members of the Cork 


Harbour’ Board. 


AMERICAN ENGINEER’S PLANS. 

I am.informed that, broadly speaking, 
this important scheme will be based 
on plans. suggested eight years ago by Mr. 
George Lk. Nicholson, chief engineer of the 
port of Seattle, Washington, U.S.A., 
after he had conducted a detailed inspec- 
tion of virtually all the ports in Ireland, 
with the idea in mind of acquiring 4s 
much information as possible concerming 
the competitive harbours in Ireland. 
At that time Mr. Nicholson pointed out 
the reputation of Cork Harbour as the 
largest protected harbour in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and agreed that it was one 
of the finest harbours in Europe, adding 
that when proper terminal facilities had 
been provided there would be few, if any, 
superior in furnishing the very best 
accommodation for the largest vessels 
afloat. at all stages of the tide. 

‘‘ Your harbour,’’ declared Mr. Nichol- 
son, “is not only a most capacious and 
secure harbour, sheltered against wind and 
seas, but located ata most strategic point ; 
for, besides being situated at the southern 
extremity of Ireland, it is the first port 
of call for the trans-Atlantic steamers, and 
is almost im the direct Jine of those 
vessels plying between America and 
Europe. 


SUGGESTED IMPROVEMENTS. 


Based on this opinion, certain Tecom- 
mendations for preliminary improvements 
to be carried out within five years were 
put forward, including the extension of 
the entrance and main channel dredging, 
and the removal of a small western 
portion of the harbour rock and the com- 
plete removal cf the Turbot Bank. This 
work is believed to be of paramount im- 
portance; for there would be little use in 
providing modern facilities at the inner 
harbour if the entrancs channels were left 
as at present, and Mr. Nicholson suggests 
that the importance of the harbour rock 
as a natural breakwater for Queenstown 
has been greatly overrated, and that no 
serious effect would result, even in a severe 
gale, if the entire rock were removed. 

An important development is the pro- 
posed construction of a pier at Cuskinny 
Bay, a short distance from Queenstown, 
where it is stated that a vessel could 
berth alongside a pier at this location in 
a gale without any difficulty and. without 
assistance from tugs, as it requires only 
fifteen minutes to steam to Cuskinny from 
the time that fhe vessel comes through 
the entrance channels. 


RAILWAY CONNECTION. 


This is an ideal site for terminal 
development, and naturally laid out, 
added Mr. Nicholson, who points out that 
a railway connection would have to-~ be 
made with the Cuskinny site, but instead

improvement of the channels and the 
construction of the railway line. 


THE UPPER RIVER. 


So complete is this draft that even the 
requirements of a slaughterhouse and 
meat-packing industry are provided for, 
and there is sufficient space available for 
the erection of premises for this purpose, 
together with large stockyards for the 
shipment of cattle, sheep and pigs. A 
sum bordering on a quarter of a million

SAFETY REGULATION IN

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

New and more stringent requirements 
which aeroplane manufacturers must meet to 
obtain official Department of Commerce 
approved type certificates for new aeroplane 
models have just been put into effect as 
another step in the Department's campaign 
to increase the safety of commercial 
peronautics. 

Principal among the new regulations is one 
which limits the landing speed of aeroplanes 
to a maximum of sixty miles per hour. It is 
directed particularly at the large multi- 
motored transport "planes now being utilised 
plmost exclusively in passenger air transport. 

The new regulations, however, will not 
materially alter other requirements governing 
the large multi-motored ‘planes, and particu- 
Jarly will not include one requirement which 
officials of the Aeronautics Branch feel should 
be incorporated. This is the provision, many 
times considered, but never approved, for 
incorporating regulations which would require 
the large multi-motored ‘planes to he so 
designed-and so powered that they would he 
able to Sustain themselves in the air with 
one motor not functioning. 

There is no such regulation, and there are. 
none in the regulations now becoming effec- 
tive, despite the growing number of accidents 
to large ‘planes, due to the failure of a 
single motor in flight. Eventually it is be- 
lieved that such a regulation will be written 
into the requirements for the large planes. 

Aeronautics branch officials admit, in 
private conversation, that there are few 
multi-motored "planes able safely to sustain 
themselves when one engine fails, as was the 


. case in more than one recent accident. 


The new regulations make no change in 
the requirements, which allow the large tri- 
motored ‘planes to be loaded to a maximum 
oi twenty pounds per horse power, although 
the lighter single-engine "planes are held 
down to a limit of five ‘to seven-and-a-half 
pounds per horse power. cen 

The Commerce Department is making an 
investigation of aviation schools, with the 
view to reducing the number of deaths re- 
sulting from “' fly-by-night ” teaching. It 
may be found possible to single out schools 
for an approved rating. 


EDITOR CHARGED 
WITH ESPIONAGE. 


ORDERS TO HIS GERMAN

The editor had requested various corres- 
pondents of his journal to find out and 
report what works and factories were 
manufacturing war material, and what 
works and factories were so equipped that 
they could be converted quickly into 
munitions factories. 

The Public Prosecutor has decided that 
the request amounts to an attempt to 
collect information relative to State 
“ secret measures ” which, if it succeeded, 
would injure the State in the interests 
of a foreign Power. 


MURDER OF ESCAPED - 
CONVICT. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR 


SHERIFF. 


JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA, Tuesday, 

Mr. Chris, Stephenson, Deputy-Sheriff for 
Seminole County, was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life at Tavares, Central Florida, 
to-day for shooting in cold blood an unarmed 
convict, Homer Jenkins, whom he had 
assisted to escape from jail at Fort Pierce not 
many hours before. | 

It was stated in the course of the trial that 
Stephenson, who is himself married and has 
a daughter, was madly infatuated with 
Jenkins’s wife. Jenkins insisted that his 
wife. should flee the State with him, but 
Stephenson, going into a passion, declared 
that she “was going to remain in Florida” 
and clinched his argument with his revolver. 
He fired six shots into the body of Jenkins 
on the shore of a lonely lake near Tavares, 
and then walked away without a backward 
glance at the man he had killed, 
_ Mrs. Jenkins gave evidence at the trial 
that, in order to enlist the aid of the Sheriff 
in her husband’s escape from prison, she had 
been obliged to accept his advances, ,

lishment of a leaving certificate examination 
for ary school children, together with 
the development of the preparatory - college 
system, and the extension of the ‘medical 
and dental inspection and treatment . of 
children, are the chief: points bf ihtefest in 
the report of the Free State Department of 
Education for the year 1927-28.. 

The report, which runs into ovér 220 
printed pages, is an exhaustive and very in- 
formative survey of education activities in 
the Free. State during the last twelve 
months. 

INCREASING ATTENDANCES. 

As a result of the operation of the School 
Attendance Act the average attendance at 
primary schools has increased from 362,588 
in 1924 to 423,974 on Sth June, 1928. The 
increased attendance has resulted in an in- 
creased need for teachers and school accom- 
modation, and this has necessitated an in- 
crease in building and the adoption of new 
measures to supply the additional staff 
needed, “ and to make as economical a use 
as possible of the existing staff by an inten- 
sified amalgamation of the schools.’’ 

The ultimate saving in the teaching staff (if 
the present basis of staffing is continued) 
resulting from the discontinuance of 89 
schools will be 29 assistant teachers and 138 
junior assistant’ mistresses. — ' 

' THE TRAINING COLLEGES. 

Commenting on the present position of the 
training colleges, the report mentions that 
there is still a shortage of suitable students 
for the Church of Ireland Training College, 
but the Catholic colleges are receiving their 
full complement of students. ‘‘ Perhaps the 
most noticeable development in the work 
done by the training colleges has been the 
remarkable extension of the use of Irish as a 
medium of instruction. & 

““The progress made in this respect may be 
judged from the fact that in three of the 
four Catholic colleges about half of the first 
year students used Irish as the language in 
which they answered the papers set at the 
end of the 1927-28 session, and about 70 
per cent. of the second year students 
in two of these colleges did the same” 
The results. of the oral-tests and tests 
in the practice of teaching showed generally 
that there was a very satisfactory advance 
in the students’ command of the language, 
and their ability to use it as a teaching” 
medium. 

THE TEACHERS OF IRISH. 

Dealing with the results of the special 
summer courses in Irish for primary teachers, 
the report mentions that some 4, teachers 
now possess the ordinary certificate of ggm- 
petence to teach Irish; another 3,000 are 
competent to give instruction through the 
medium of Irish, and about 1,000 others hold 
the Ard-Teastas. ‘‘ The result of the courses 
is very Obvious in the great and increasing 
number of the national schools all over the 
country, in which year by year Irish is becom- 
ing the customary language, and Irish litera- 
ture and tradition are being conserved and 
re-introduced into the life of the nation.” 

The report embodies the annual reports of 
the various divisional inspectors on the work 
done in the schools in their respective 
divisions. In the division comprising Donegal, 
Sligo, Roscommon, and portions of Mayo 
and Leitrim, the inspectors report that, 
apart from the Gaeltacht schools, teachers in 
the other schools ‘‘ would appear to have 
made very little attempt at using Irish as a 
teaching medium, and the complaint is 
eng that Irish is rarely heard except at 
rish lessons, ' 

NO REAL ENTHUSIASM. 

As to Cavan, Monaghan and portions of 
Leitrim, Meath and Louth, the inspectors 
report that this division, “being almost 
entirely English-speaking, there appears to be, 
as a rule, little real enthusiasm’ in the lan: 
guage cause; and the consequence is that the 
language teaching in. the schools is not pro- 
ducing speakers. Many of the senior pupils 
in well-taught schools know a great deal of 
Irish, but, in very few cases do they speak it 
in school, and in fewer still outside school. 

“Defective methods of--teaching Irish 
are still too commen, the written side of the 
language, on the whole, suffering more from 
this cause than the oral side. Moreover, the 
middle aged and older teachers, who took up 
the study of the language some six years ago, 
seem to have reached the limits of their fios- 
sible progress; and they are not in truth 
turning out good speakers of Irish from the 
schools.” 

A POSITION OF STALEMATE. 

There is in the division comprising portion 
of Galway, Westmeath, Roscommon, Mayo. 
and Offaly “a tendency in a number of 
schools to a position. of stalemate in the 
matter of the teaching of Irish; the senior 
standards to-day not being appreciably better 
than the senior standards of, say, three years 
ago, although thev have had the advantage of 
learning Irish in the lower standards.”’ 

Inspectors of other divisions fear that much 
of the knowledce of the language acquired by 
‘pupils will be lost on the completion of their 
school life bv reason of their scant oppor- 
tunities for either reading or writing it after 
they leave school.

UTILITY LOANS, 


Wrom Ove’ PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
proceedings were opened in the 

ouse of Commons this afternoon, Sir Robert 
Hutchison, the Liberal Chief Whip, moved 
the issue of a writ for the by-election. at 
Preston, caused by «the resignation of Sir 
William Jowitt. on his acceptance of the 
Chiltern Hundreds. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, replying to Major 
Nathan, said that the Minister of Transport 
and himself were m close consultation with 
the Electricity Commissioners with a view 
to accelerating work in connection with the 
electricity schemes. “They had met within 
the last few days, but he was not yet in a 
position to make a statement. 

r. J. H. Thomas moved a financial re- 
solution empowering the Treasury to guaran- 
tee the principal and interest of loans not 
exceeding £25,000,000 for the development of 
public utility undertakings, and other pur- 
poses haying a direct bearing on the problem 
of unemployment. 

He said that when he outlined his policy 
there ‘was considerable criticism -both as 
to the meagreness of the proposals and 
the modesty of the finance involved, It was 
perfectly true that: he could have put for- 
ward more far-reaching. schemes, but then 
the question might well have been put as 
to when they were likely to materialise. His 
desire was. to concentrate on measures which 
could be taken in hand immediately. The ¢x- 
Chancellor--of the Exchequer, during the 
election, had predicted that, as a result of 
a Labour Government, the end of all thirgs 
would come. Now, when he had heard the 
proposals; Mr; Churchill must be rather dis- 
appointed at the falsification of his predic- 
tions—indeed, as to most of the proposals 
ye forward, the ex-Chancellor claimed them 
or his ‘own. Lf they were in fact Mr. 
Churchill's’ babies, they were, so far as he 
was coneerned, strllborn. 

His immediate object, Mr. Thomas con- 
tinued, was’ to provide work for the coming 
winter, though that did not mean that the 
Government would ignore the wider aspect 
of the problem. e proposed to make 
4 change in the administration of the Lord 
St. David's ‘Committee. 


| ‘MEETING A DIFFICULTY. 
“ "Phe * difficulty at” the moment was that 
municipalities were tied by the percentage of 
15 per cent. unemployment before they could 
be given certain grants, That was an un- 
seasonable restriction, and he proposed to 
réduce it, to 10 per cent., and that the Com- 
mittee should have wide discretion to con- 
sider all aspects of the question regardless of

The Unionist Party would not make any 
difficulty. about granting the Government's 
request. : 

Where he did disagree with Mr. Thomas 
was in regard to the suggestion that these 
proposals were going to be a remedy for 
unemployment.

A LIBERAL VIEW, 

Mr. Lloyd George said that it would be 
futile to pretend that he and his colleagues 
were not convinced that something on a much 
larger scale than.that proposed was essential. 
The Government’s schemes fell far short of 
what was necessary to deal with unemploy- 
ment in the coming winter. Schemes must 
be ready and steps must be taken to begin 
them long before Parliament met after the 
recess. He hoped that the Lord Privy Seal 
would find road-development the readiest 
method of dealing with unemployment, and 
that. he would. not. hesitate to take full 
borrowing powers ‘to meet his: responsibilities 
in that respect, In regard to moneys to

general importance to the industry, would he 
dealt with by the Federation upon a national 
basis. 

“The representatives of the men expressed 
their disappointment that the employers were 
unable to make any offer in regard to the 
original wages claim, and undertook to report 
the course of the negotiations to a meeting cf 
the men.

SOUTH AFRICA LEADING. 


The second day of the Irish Lawn Tennis 
Championships at Wiltor saw er 
full p mme carried out ully. The 
sun again shone brilliantly, but the afternoon 
heat was tempered by a breeze which, while 
not strong enough to interfere with the play, 
made the conditions much more pleasant for 
all concerned, 

Although many other important games were 
decided, the Women’s International against 
South Africa took pride of place. In all, four 
of the seven matches were decided, and, 
although South Africa made certain of the 
ultimate result by winning all four, the occa- 
sion was marked by some very interesting 
tennis. The first match for decision was the 
Single between the ‘number ones ” of the 
respective teams—Miss B. Heine for South 
Africa and Miss H. Wallis for Ireland. Miss 
Heine got into her stride from the start, and, 
placing with great accuracy, kept her op- 
ponent on the run. Miss Wallis could not 
settle down, and her drives lacked that nicety 
of length which we always expect from her. 
She lost the first set at 6-1, and, when Miss 
Heine took the first two games of the second 
set, it seemed as if the match was over. At 
this point, however, Miss Wallis began to 
find her touch, and the match developed into 
one of the best duels of hard driving that 
have been seen on these courts. Three games 
in a row went to Miss Wallis, and the next 
three to Miss Heine, who, after losing one 
more game, ran out at 6-4. There was little 
between the players in the second set, and it 
is not too much to say that Miss Wallis’s 
weak service made just the difference between 
success and failure. 

SOUTH AFRICA LEADS. 

In the second match Miss B. Gardiner was 
completely outplayed by Miss D. Cole, who 
scored an easy victory by 6-1, 6-0. Miss A. 
de Smidt, of South Africa, defeated Miss N. 
Stoker, of Ireland, in two sets—6-1; 7-5, 
which was the best match of the day. Neither

CHAMPIONSHIP EVENTS.

In the Men’s 
Championship Singles V. Allman Smith gave 
J. 8. Oliff a very good run in the second 
round.
